Claims 1, 5, 1 1-20, 22-34 are pending and are subjected to the following restriction 
requirement.

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1, 5, 18, 29, 32-33, drawn to the polypeptide SEQ ID NO:l and a 
method for screening a peptide or polypeptide modulator of the binding of SEQ ID NO: 1 to p53 
polypeptide. 

Group 2, claim(s) 11-12, 19-20, 22-28, drawn to drawn to the nucleic acid SEQ ID NO:2. 

Group 3, claims 13-17, drawn to an antibody that binds to SEQ ID NO:l. 

Group 4, claim 30, drawn to a method for screening an agent that modulates the binding 
of the polypeptide SEQ ID NO:3 with Bcl-2 polypeptide. 

Group 5, claim 3 1 , drawn to a method for screening an agent that modulates the 
ubiquitination of a polypeptide, using the polypeptide SEQ ID NO:l. 

Group 6, claims 29, 31, drawn to a method for screening a nucleic acid modulator of the 
binding of SEQ ID NO: 1 to p53 polypeptide. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
